Soviets Admit Massed Nazi Tanks Have Cut Dangerous

back upon the southern approaches to Stalingrad today, Rus­ 
sian headquarters acknowledged, and the Berlin radio said 
Nazi siepe guns now are within range of the already bomb- 
torn Volga metropolis. 
Soviet, dispatches said the German attack from the northwest was 
checked "at. the very approaches” to tho city and that, m assed Nazi 
tanks driving from the southwest had cut a dangerous new wedge 
into the Red arm ies’ most stubbornly defended positions. 
Russian anti-aircraft gunners w ere reported to have halted a 
charge by 50 German tanks on the northw est approaches until re­ 
inforcements arrived. 
Reds Are Dislodged 
H itler’s field headquarters said Stalingrad’s defenders had been 
dislodged from a series of strongly-fortified positions and th at Soviet 
counter-attacks were repulsed. 
A Vichy (French) broadcast asserted th at Nazi troops are only 
seven miles from the heart of the city after a five-mile advance since 
yesterday. The Germans themselves did not m ake this claim.

Treasury Wants 14 Billions 


More Than Present Levy

ditional $6,500,000,000 in taxes on
